Report of Selectmen 


Our Nation’s Bicentennial Birthday has come and gone. Meredith can 
be proud of the way it was celebrated. Great credit is due Mrs. Herberta T. 
Stark and her hard working committee for their efforts. The John Bond 
Swasey Park, our Bicentennial project was dedicated, and we trust a 
hundred years from now that beautiful and peaceful grove will still be a 
haven for young and old. 


There has been, we think, a considerable improvement in municipal 
affairs. As predicted in last year’s report, the audit for 1975 (published in 
this report) indicated continuing deficiencies in our accounting and 
bookkeeping. Thanks to the Town Manager and the diligent support of his 
staff, these deficiencies have been largely corrected. Not only have 
deficiencies been corrected, but our entire system has been revamped to 
ensure strict control of the getting and spending of public funds. Some long 
standing problems remain unsolved; problems which for years have been 
set aside for sheer lack of resources. We can now report progress on some 
of these problems. With the help of an assistant, paid from Federal funds, 
the Town Manager is making good progress toward making our sewer and 
water systems self-supporting, as they are legally supposed to be. We hope 
to continue this to a successful conclusion in the year ahead, although to do 
so means, for at least sometime, putting the assistant on the town payroll, 
since the Federal funding ends in April. 


The new Refuse Disposal Facility was virtually completed in 
December and the old dump was closed to burning of garbage. We are 
pleased to report that there has been no cost overrun of the estimate made 
in 1975. Credit for this is due, in great part, to the expert and dedicated 
services of Mr. Earle Hardy. Acting as both engineer and contractor for 
the Town, and virtually unpaid, Mr. Hardy produced a model facility and 
in the process saved the Town enough money to compensate for the very 
significant cost rises which have taken place since the original estimate 
was made. In summary, as of 31 December $211,000 of the original $220,000 
had been expended. Three items remain undone: paving of the parking lot 
and approaches to the building, fencing and improving the wood road over 
which ashes are hauled to be dumped. The last item, not included in the 
original estimate, may cause a small cost overrun. 


The long overdue improvement of Meredith Neck Road was initiated 
by the State. A stretch of about one mile was renovated at a cost of ap- 
proximately $60,000, of which one-third came from town funds raised over 
the last four years. While the cost seems high, we feel it is in line with the 
times and that the State has done a good job. In the course of the year, 10.6 
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miles of roads were resealed, Keyser and Reservoir Roads were sub- 
stantially improved, and numerous lesser overdue road repair projects 
were completed throughout the township. Town crews also completed two 
unfunded special projects. With financial assistance from Amatex Cor- 
poration, a special asbestos waste dump was developed; and the Ladd Hill 
Railroad crossing was opened to traffic with substantial improvement of 
the streets in its vicinity. Severe weather conditions at both the beginning 
and end of the year caused the Highway Department to use unusually 
large amounts of salt and sand. A new heavy duty dump truck and 
backhoe, two salt-sand spreaders, and a new % ton pick-up truck with . 
plow were received for the Highway Department during the year. 


The new Fire Truck should be in the hands of the Fire Department by 
Town Meeting. Its cost is $46,464, of which about three-fourths has already 
been raised by taxation. 


Looking to the future, we are concerned at what appears to be 
unavoidable rises in the tax rate. During 1977, we face for the first time the 
very real price tag for cleaner air and water — as of the time this report is 
being written, it looks to be as much as $80,000. As has been pointed out for 
several years, the cost of garbage disposal is going up, and, as best as we 
can estimate at this time, it will be a four to five-fold increase. Un- 
fortunately, this increase will coincide with a major increase in the cost 
for clean water. The Winnipesaukee River Basin Project is reaching the 
construction stage, and costs levied on the towns have taken a radical 
jump. We are seeking to soften the blow upon taxpayers, but, in the long 
run, the bills must be paid.

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1976 Assessor’s Report 


During 1976 this office has seen many changes in both personnel and 
laws affecting assessment of personal property. I hope to add a younger 
and more aggressive outlook to this office and continue to upgrade our 
files. It is this office’s responsibility to maintain property maps and 
assessment records showing all properties within the township. 


I intend to completely cover the town this spring and summer first 
hand to update our files. By doing this, I hope to ensure a fair and equal tax 
burden on all of Meredith’s citizens. 


After being appointed to the assessor’s position in September, I have 
attended assessors’ conferences, meetings and seminars to keep abreast 
of the ever-changing laws. The most recent meeting was on the current 
use legislation covering refinement to categorize and change rates. 
Property owners currently under this program should contact this office 
about possible changes. 


The yield and boat tax are other areas I intend to up-grade with the hope 
of increasing revenue to the town - thus stabilizing the tax rate. 


The assessor’s office is located in the rear of the Meredith Municipal 
building. The hours are 8-5 Monday through Friday. I am available to 
answer any questions that you may have relating to your tax assessment, 
exemptions or the current use legislation.

In our opinion, subject to the qualifications in the preceding 
paragraph covering the Enterprise Funds, the accompanying balance 
sheets and statements of sources of revenues and expenditures present 
fairly the financial position of the Town of Meredith, New Hampshire at 
December 31, 1975 and the results of its operations for the year then ended, 
in conformity with generally accepted accounting principles applicable to 
governmental entities in the State of New Hampshire, applied on a basis 
consistent with that of the preceding fiscal year.

We have examined the books and records of the Town of Meredith, 
New Hampshire for the fiscal year ended December 31, 1975, and have 
prepared the attached exhibits and schedules in conformity with the 
recommended format prescribed by the Municipal Services Division of 
the State of New Hampshire. 


SCOPE OF AUDIT 


Included in the examination and audit were the accounts and records 
of the Board of Selectmen, Treasurer, Tax Collector, Town Clerk, Public 
Library, Municipal Court and Trustees of Trust Funds. 


FINANCIAL INFORMATION 


General Fund: 
Comparative Balance Sheets: (Exhibit A-1) 


Comparative balance sheets which disclose the financial condition of 
the general fund as of December 31, 1974 and December 31, 1975, are 
presented in Exhibit A-1. As indicated therein, the current surplus of the 
Town increased by $50,716 in 1975; from $195,713 at December 31, 1974, to 
$246,429 at December 31, 1975. 


Analysis of Change in Current Financial Condition: (Exhibit A-2) 


An analysis of the change in current financial condition of the Town is 
contained in Exhibit A-2, with the factors which caused the change in- 
dicated therein. These were as follows:

Comparative statements of appropriations and expenditures, 
estimated and actual revenues for the fiscal year ended December 31, 
1975, are presented in Exhibits A-3 and A-4. As indicated by the budget 
summary (Exhibit A-4), a revenue surplus of $54,861, plus a net unex- 
pended balance of appropriations of $19,756, resulted in a net budget 
surplus of $74,617 in 1975. 


Capital Projects Fund: 


Comparative Balance Sheets: (Exhibit A-5) 


Comparative balance sheets of the capital projects fund as of 
December 31, 1974 and December 31, 1975, are included in Exhibit A-5. 
Authorized, but unissued long-term notes at December 31, 1975, amounted 
to $540,100 as indicated herewith:

The Town, at the next annual meeting, should vote to rescind the 
balance remaining on any authorization where the project has been 
completed or discontinued. 


Statement of Appropriations, Expenditures and Fund Balance: 
(Exhibit A-6) 


A statement of capital projects fund appropriations, expenditures and 
fund balance is disclosed in Exhibit A-6. As indicated therein, the fund 
balance totaled $433,461 at December 31, 1975. 


Enterprise Funds: 


Water and Sewer Departments: (Exhibits A-7 and A-8) 


Comparative balance sheets of the water and sewer departments as of 
December 31, 1974 and December 31, 1975, are presented in Exhibits A-7 
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and A-8 respectively. As noted in our auditor’s opinion, there are no fixed 
asset or contributions in aid of construction accounts maintained for these 
funds. Likewise, there is no record of inventory maintained. Therefore, we 
do not express an opinion on the financial statements of the Enterprise 
Funds as of December 31, 1975. 


Long-Term Indebtedness: 
Comparative Balance Sheets: (Exhibit A-9) 


Comparative balance sheets disclosing the long-term indebtedness of 
the Town as of December 31, 1974 and December 31, 1975, are included in 
Exhibit A-9. As stated therein, the long-term debt of the Town decreased 
by $46,500 in 1975; from $293,000 at December 31, 1974 to $246,500 at 
December 31, 1975. 


Statement of Debt Service Requirements: (Exhibit A-10) 


A statement showing annual debt service requirements of principal 
and interest is included in Exhibit A-10. 


OTHER FUNDS AND OFFICIALS ACCOUNTS 


The accompanying supplimental exhibits covering segregated funds 
and the accounts of those officials entrusted with the custody, receipt or 
expenditure of Town funds, are presented in accordance with the current 
requirements of the Municipal Services Division of the State of New 
Hampshire. Although not considered necessary for a fair presentation of 
the financial statements and results of operations, our examination of 
these accounts included the same tests and auditing procedures applied in 
the examination of the aforementioned financial statements. In our 
opinion, these exhibits are stated fairly in all material respects when 
considered in conjunction with the financial statements taken as a whole. 


GENERAL COMMENTS 


In our previous audit report dated December 20, 1975, we were critical 
of the over-all accounting system and records maintained by the town. 
Inasmuch as the 1974 examination and audit report was not concluded 
until the end of fiscal 1975, our observations and comments contained in 
that letter of transmittal are in general, also applicable to 1975. 


During the course of this year’s examination, we spent a considerable 
amount of time with the Town Manager and office staff reviewing the 
deficiences in the record system which our examination has disclosed. We 
have recommended that basic sound and generally accepted business 
practices be adopted and that local ordinances, state and federal statutes 
applicable to the affairs of the Town be reviewed, evaluated and complied 
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with. The Town Manager is presently formulating the necessary changes 
in bookkeeping procedures to remedy the current lack of effective internal 
control over the assets and resources of the Town. In concurrence with the 
present changes being made, we recommend a periodic review of the 
records in 1976 to assure that the system and procedures are functioning 
properly. 


We extend our thanks tothe officials and the office staff of the Town of 
Meredith for their assistance during the course of the audit.

the Planning Board and the Board of Selectmen. 


The Board continues to meet on the 2nd and 4th Tuesdays of the 
month. These meetings are open to the public; residents and non-residents 
are invited to.attend and take an active part in the development of our 
Town.

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Report of the 
Lakes Region Planning Commission 


Representatives to the Lakes Region Planning Commission undertook 
business at eleven regular monthly meetings at an equal number of towns 
during the past year. Additionally, there were many more Executive 
Committee, 208 Steering Committee and Standing Committee meetings at 
the Commission office in the Humiston Building. Warner Plummer, 
Secretary, and Earle Hardy, member of the Water Resources Committee, 
are Meredith representatives on the LRPC. 


The year has seen a broad Regional Planning Program, which has 
resulted in the preparation of Land Capability Maps indicating relative 
capability of land for development within each community, including 
Meredith; based on an extensive environmental inventory. Updated 
population projections have been completed, as have the land area 
requirements to provide for the projected growth. This information is now 
available for use by the Meredith Planning Board in its local planning 
efforts. 


Other programs include: completion of an intensive year-long testing 
and analysis program, including several reports for Lakes Win- 
nipesaukee, Waukewan and Winona, among others; completion of a 
Regional Economic Analysis; initiation of an Economic Development 
Program designed to bring new financial resources into the area for 
existing and new business; publication of the 1976 Regional Economic 
Profile which includes economic data on all communities and agencies in 
the region: completion of a program which includes recommendation for 
providing Mass Transit within the region; and a legal opinion regarding 
the applicability of subdivision regulations to condominiums. 

The LRPC has also provided direct assistance to Meredith in the 
preparation of an application for Local Public Works Assistance; 
technical assistance regarding site plan review and zoning amendments; 
assistance in the form of a survey of the Municipal Building and possible 
use alternatives; prints of Town Incinerator Plan for the bid documents; 
and miscellaneous materials and numerous responses to local citizens 
and business men regarding population growth, traffic counts, work 
quality and related planning information.

Parks and Playgrounds Commission 


The first meeting after the town election was held in March and the 
Commission welcomed back William Lamper who won re-election for 
another 3 year term. Michael Hatch was elected Chairman and William 
Lamper as Vice-Chairman. 


The summer program was supervised by the Recreation Director, 
Nathan Torr and assisted by James Durkee. The Directors were assisted 
by the lifeguards, maintenance crew and additional part-time help for 
crafts and athletic events. 


Michael Hatch resigned as chairman during the summer and the 
Commission appointed William Lamper to serve as Chairman and Larry 
Swain as Vice-Chairman. 


Leavitt Park: Required several truck loads of beach sand and a 
complete regrading of the beach. Dead trees and brush throughout the 
park were cleaned up and removed. Outdoor and playground equipment 
was repainted. 


Waukewan Beach: Required several truck loads of beach sand and 
regrading of beach. The bath houses were both re-stained by Brad 
‘‘Cousin”’ Sprague. 


Prescott Park: Major changes were seen at the park as the previous 
basketball court was converted into a third tennis court and a new 
basketball court was built next to the storage building. Several pieces of 
new tot playground equipment was purchased and installed in the tots 
playground. The fence surrounding the little league baseball field was 
taken down and moved back so the field could accommodate all ages to 
play baseball and softball. New lights were installed to compensate for the 
enlarged field. 


This recap highlights major jobs at three locations. Many repairs and 
maintenance duties are performed at smaller parks such as Scenic, Hesky 
and Clough Parks and at the Park in Meredith Center as our facilities are 
constantly changing with improvements and betterments. 


All programs sponsored in 1976 from the Winter Carnival in February 
to a ball game during the hottest day of the summer were attended to the 
maximum as more demands are being made every year on our recreation 
facilities. 


The members of the Parks and Playgrounds Commission would like to 
extend their appreciation to all citizens and service groups who assisted in 
making all programs in 1976 a complete success.

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Report of the 
Meredith Conservation Commission 


The Conservation Commission of the Town of Meredith continued to 
meet as needed on the first Tuesday of the month at the Municipal 
Building. The Commission wishes to give public acknowledgement of the 
major contribution of the late Dr. William K. Widger, Jr. to the meetings 
of the Commission and especially of the scientific data for the Resource 
Inventory that he prepared. His guidance will continue to be greatly 
missed in the sessions of the Commission. 


In 1976, a beginning was made to create the index of information to 
conform to the enabling legislation for Conservation Commissions (RSA 
36-A: 1-6) ‘‘for the proper utilization and protection of the natural 
resources and for the protection of watershed resources of the town ... It 
shall keep an index of all open space and natural, esthetic or ecological 
areas within the town, with the plan of obtaining information pertinent to 
proper utilization of such areas, including lands owned by state or town. It 
shall keep an index of all marshlands, swamps and all other wet lands.”’ 
This depository, or Community Resource Inventory, is being assembled in 
the Commission file in the Municipal Building. It is designed to assist town 
officials and boards in reaching informed decisions. Individuals are 
welcome to contact members of the Commission for meeting in- 
formational needs covered by the file. 


Within the enabling provision to follow the activities of unofficial 
bodies organized for similar purposes, representation of the Commission 
members to meetings of the Lakes Region Planning Commission, the 
Society for the Protection of N. H. Forests, the Audubon Society, and to the 
Annual Meeting of the N. H. Association of Conservation Commissions has 
occurred. The Chairman represented the Association at the United 
Nations Forum on Human Settlements in Vancouver, British Columbia in 
May-June, 1976, where conservation of water resources, environment and 
energy were discussed. 


The views of the Commission at hearings of the Special Board in 
Concord were given in person or by letter in cases involving dredge and 
fill, in conformity with the role of the Conservation Commission as the 
body requested to determine the degree of environmental alteration, 
damage or impact upon the community of a given plan. 


Information on Conservation Deeds, Scenic Easements, and other 
forms of land transfer to towns, has been requested of the Commission 
with greater frequency. An effort has been made to give answers drawing 
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on the experience of other towns and organizations, derived from ex- 
changes with Conservation Commissioners in New Hampton, Dunbarton, 
New Castle, Madison and Portsmouth. 


J. Willcox Brown, spokesman for State Park Associates, owners of 
Kelley Island in Lake Pemigewasset, met with the Commission to explore 
possible future productive use of the island, which lies across the 
Meredith-New Hampton town boundary. 


The Commission made a spring tour of town-owned lands with Mr. 
Harold Wyatt as guide, from which all gained first-hand knowledge of 
these land parcels and their potential for future usefulness to the town. 


The Commission again voted to support the participation of a student 
from the Inter-Lakes High School in the Youth Conservation Camp at 
Spruce Pond Camp, Allenstown, through a small contribution. 


An increase in the number of inquiries coming to the Commission, was 
noted, primarily from property owners of lake shore land where requests 
for dredge and fill involved hearings of the Special Board, or action of 
citizen association requesting the preservation of existing scenic areas or 
restraint on neighboring developments believed to cause pollution. 


The desirability of the town creating a Conservation Fund to assist in 
the future purchase of critical areas has been noted by the Commission 
and methods toward this Fund are to be the subject of discussion with the 
auditors.

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Inter-Lakes Day Care Center 
Report to the Towns 


During the calendar year 1976 the Inter-Lakes Day Care Center 
served one hundred thirty one children from Lakes Region families. The 
Center operates a pre-school program for comprehensive child behavior 
and development with a full range of services including education, health 
care, periodic vision and hearing screenings, immunizations, dental care, 
nutrition, and information and referral. We also participate in the New 
Hampshire Special Food Service Program offering a daily hot lunch, 
breakfast, and nutritious snacks. The Center is in operation on a year- 
round basis from 6:30 a.m. to 5:30 p.m., making it possible for the parents 
of sixty children to maintain employment. 


The primary concern of the Inter-Lakes Day Care Center is to provide 
a home-like, educational environment for children of working parents. We 
also offer a nursery school program and an after-school program for 
elementary school children. 


The total budget of the Inter-Lakes Day Care Center is $64,091.00. Of 
this we will be receiving $18,720.00 in tuition paid by parents, $13,975.00 
from Aid to Families with Dependent Children, $25,709.00 in federal funds, 
and $5,687.50 which must be obtained in local funding in order to receive 
the federal amounts. The money we receive from the towns that we serve 
is matched three times. 


Area residents are always invited to visit the Inter-Lakes Day Care 
Center at 11 Lang Street in Meredith.

ANNUAL REPORT 


The Meredith CAP Outreach Office has continued to provide com- 
prehensive services to the Meredith Community during 1976. Besides 
improving the quality of present programs, we have added new ones 
which we believe are especially well suited to the needs of our low income 
and elderly families. 


Information and referral provides information on social services, 
emplovment, child care, consumer education, health, nutrition, and 
housing. Referrals are made to other organizations who can provide direct 
help in meeting specific needs. 


CAP has provided assistance to many Meredith residents in such 
housing related areas as: Weatherization, HELP Fuel Loan, Fuel-Utility 
Assistance, and Energy Conservation Information. A close working 
relationship has been established with the N. H. Housing Commission, 
enabling eligible Meredith residents to take advantage of HUD’s Section 8 
Housing Assistance Plan. 


Tally, bag, cashier, label meat, cut cheese, mop floors, or remove 
trash, Meredith volunteers have made our Coop one of the most successful 
in two counties. Membership has doubled and the variety of foods has been 
greatly expanded. 


New evening clinics, outreach work, and improved community 
education efforts have increased the number of Meredith women enrolled 
in the Family Planning Program. In addition to medical care, patients 
may request VD tests, pregnancy tests, counseling, and educational 
services, all free of charge. 


Operation Green Thumb provided eligible Meredith families with 
vegetable seed, tomato plants, seed potatoes and fertilizer. Rural Tran- 
sportation provides round-trip service one day each week from Meredith 
to Laconia with stops wherever riders request. 


Meredith’s Elderly Nutrition Program provides Meals on Wheels, 
Congregate Meals, and Supportive Services to those residents who are 
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over 60. CAP Transports participants from their homes to the congregate 
meal site. 


Eighteen Meredith youngsters participated in our Summer Youth 
Program. They learned to play tennis and even had a chance to travel to 
and play on the tournament courts at Mount Cranmore in North Conway. 
We wish tothank the Parks and Recreation Department for allowing us to 
share the tennis courts and we also thank everyone in Meredith for their 
great support during 1976.

Gentlemen: 


The N. H. Humane Society Shelter on Meredith Center Road received 
from the Meredith Dog Officer and Meredith Residents 452 stray or un- 
wanted animals during the year 1976. This was an increase of 151 animals 
over 1975. Town residents brought 210 dogs or puppies, and 159 cats or 
kittens, while the Dog Officer brought 67 stray dogs or puppies and 16 cats 
or kittens. 

The society received and investigated eighteen possible cruelty com- 
plaints none of which required court action. 

John Connolly, Manager of the N. H. Humane Society is also the part 
time animal control officer for the Town. Arrangements have been made 
with the society and the town for the use of the Society’s Truck for better 
animal control. For the coming year, 1977, the society offers the Town of 
Meredith an Animal Control Agreement which will provide your Animal 
Control Officer and Town Residents with a complete community service. 
The budget appreciation request is $1,000. 


For this consideration, the society will provide a suitable shelter 
making it available 24 hours a day for your animal control officer to leave 
strays or restrain animals. This satisfied your town’s requirement under 
Chapter 442-A, Rabies Control Act. The society will assist your animal 
control officer in any unusual animal problems, cremate dead animals 
and investigate possible cruelty complaints. 


For vour residents, the shelter is available seven days a week from 10- 
5 to receive unwanted animals or assist them with animals that must be 
put to sleep. A small donation is requested for these services. We will also 
assist in the return of lost pets and offer healthy animals for adoption. A 
limited spaying program for dogs and cats is available to all residents. 
Free booklets to assist train their pets are available as well as an 
educational program for your schools and adult groups. 


We feel the 1977 Animal Control Agreement is fair and complete of- 
fering good animal control. We invite everyone to visit our shelter anu 
become familiar with its many services.

We have been in our new quarters in the Horne Building for a year 
now.

Five of the staff members make visits to the patients’ homes and 
perform a variety of services. All of this is done by written orders from a 
Physician stating the patient needs the service. 


A considerable increase in our patient case load this year is as 
follows: 


1939 home visits made by nurses 
238 office visits other than blood pressure 
426 office visits for blood pressure readings 
41 physical therapy visits 
68 occupational therapy visits 
821 homemaker home health aide visits 
931 children checked at day care center through the year 


Added to the above was our participation with other organizations in 
the Health Fair June 2nd when we did 107 blood pressure readings and 107 
TB tine tests. On November 17th we held the Swine immunization clinic 
where 794 people received injections. 


The demand for our equipment this year (wheelchairs, walkers, 
crutches, commodes, etc.) put quite a strain on our supply at times, but we 
did manage to meet most requests. Due to this demand we cannot loan the 
equipment on long range times, but rather shorter terms of one to two 
months. 


Our blood pressure clinics are held every third Wednesday of the 
month, and have been a great success.

During 1976, 232 residents of Meredith were admitted to the Hospital 
and stayed a total of 1540 days. Of these patients, 52 were provided service 
in the amount of $25,950.40 for which the Hospital did not receive payment. 


Funds received from Meredith and other area cities and towns in 1976 
were used to help with the purchase of: 


Four new patient monitors for our Intensive Care Unit. A second 


probe for our nuclear medicine scanner. New equipment to update 
our major diagnostic x-ray machine. Plus 49 pieces of minor 
(under $5,000) pieces of medical equipment. Included in this was a 
wide range of equipment including everything from geriatric 
chairs for our elderly patients to an isolette for the nursery.

Throughout the year, Mrs. Josiah Fisher coordinated the 
efforts for all the religious observances and did a particularly outstanding 
job of planning the May 30 Community Service at which Dr. Duane 
Squires, Chairman of the N.H. ARBC was the speaker. 


Many other organizations, merchants and individuals enthusiastically 
assisted, putting on suppers, barbecues, carnival events, dances, cleared 
cemeteries and parks, made floats, held fairs, art exhibits and crafts 
displays. To try to list or to personally thank every organization and 
merchant or individual who assisted in Meredith’s celebration would take 
a whole book and then we would probably miss some of them, for almost 
every person, in some way, contributed to making this year a great one in 
our history. 


We would, however, like to single out Jesse and Violet Allen, ‘‘Olie”’ 
Anderson, Norman Baker, Barbara Cogswell, Louise Detscher, Rev. 
Patrick Finleon, Russell Keene, Elsie Kelley, Richard Kempton, Paige 
Kuether, Nancy Morrill, Lynne Smith, Cheryl and Rudy Van Veghten and 
Stephen Watts for their work over an extended time. We acknowledge, too, 
that without the assistance of Town officials, the office staff, the highway 
crew and the Police, or the fine publicity freely given by The Meredith 
News or the help of other volunteers, our work would have been much 
harder. We thank you all. 


Projects of lasting value to those who will come after us included the 
writing of anecdotes of by-gone days. Unfortunately, not enough of these 
were forthcoming to print in a booklet. It is hoped that mimeographed 
copies will be kept intact for someone in the future to include in an in- 
formal history. The submitted stories were of great interest. 


The principal project of lasting value was creation of the John Bond 
Swasey Park. This eight acre piece of Town property has been cleared of 
downed trees and others considered to be dangerous. Charles Woodman 
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supervised the work. Except for clearing and the cleaning up of some 
debris, the area has been left in a natural state as a fine example of 
primeval forest. Because of its easy access to townspeople, the park can 
be used for many activities. A few benches and picnic tables were made 
for use there. 


To assist with the refurbishing of Scenic Park under direction of the 
Meredith Garden Club, our committee was able to secure a $1,000 grant 
from the N.H. ARBC. 


Flower drums placed at intervals along Main Street did not flower as 
well as we had hoped: Perhaps our thumbs were too red, white and blue 
instead of green and an insufficient amount of fertilizer may have been the 
cause. We hope they will be tried again. The activities of several days 
around the Fourth of July were collectively called ‘‘Liberty Days.’’ Under 
leadership of the Meredith Civic Association a variety of events was held. 
The big parade in early August was the highlight of the year for many 
people. The highest of compliments and the heartiest of thanks should be 
given to Perley Valliere and his committee for arranging such a well- 
organized parade. Unfortunately, the weatherman did not cooperate but 
in spite of a steady drizzle about 3000 people watched this gala event. The 
floats were outstanding. It was a pleasure to have summer residents and 
visitors join in these celebrations. 


Although our committee can take no credit for this event, it might be 
in order to mention that Meredith had a real Bicentennial Baby. Johanna 
Lin Dow was born to Mr. and Mrs. John M. Dow of Spindle Point on July 4, 
1976. 


The Militia, under the direction of G. W. Whitcher, appeared on many 
occasions. To all who took part in this group, furnishing their own 
equipment and costumes, we salute you with a ‘‘Well Done”’ and thanks. 


The schools held several Bicentennial events of their own in which the 
students participated enthusiastically. The contributions of the several 
school bands and of individuals is greatly appreciated. School facilities 
were used for many events. 


The Committee hopes that their efforts brought some satisfaction of 
having a good celebration to the residents of Meredith. We wish that it 
were possible to establish a contact with the Tricentennial Committee, but 
since that is impossible, we hope they celebrate as happily as we did in 
1976.

CONDENSED REPORT OF THE EXECUTIVE SECRETARY 


Fiscal Year - July 1, 1975 to June 30, 1976 


The past few years have brought several changes to the Vacation 
Travel business. The economic slump has placed a new value on tourist 
business in our region. The days of overflow crowds are gone and there is 
no passing the overflow to the smaller operations. Increased costs of 
operation still makes it hard to show a profit of any size. And we must 
work hard to stay on the economic ‘plus’ side. The Lakes Region 
Association has always had a goal of bringing quality and not quantity to 
the Region, and this will continue to be our prime effort. 


Town Appropriations: There is a new legislative footnote on our state 
budget item, that will pro-rate the region funds according to the amounts 
raised within the regions. So town appropriations are more vital to our 
efforts than ever before. 


Where To Book: This continues to be our top publication. 45,122 copies of 
the book were printed and distributed last year. our early delivery date 
and distribution places us ahead of many other publications. The New 
Hampshire Accommodations Directory: Each of the Regions is 
responsible for their section. 250 thousand copies are printed and 
distributed by the State Office of Vacation Travel as their No. 2 piece of 
informative literature. 


Shows and Malls: The state’s budget was drastically cut this year and 
we felt that we needed all the exposure possible, we budgeted $1,000 from 
our contingency fund for staffing the Spring Vacation, Travel and Mall 
Shows. Your Secretary served on the staff at Harrisburg, Penn., 
Monroeville, Penn. the Maine Mall Show and the Boston Sportsmen Show. 
Some of this budget was also used for coverage at the Discover America 
Travel Pow Wow in Boston and for their ‘Market Place’ exhibit in Boston, 
during the Travel Writers Conference. 


Writers and Photographers: We willingly spend time with 
professional writers and photographers to encourage mention of the 
Region in National publications. We are most interested in seeing that 
correct information is used about our Region. One of our greatest ac- 
complishments was the 5th Spring Safari Meeting of New England Out- 
door Writers being held in the Region. This group can be and has been 
most helpful to our Region. 


Lakes Region Attractions: In 1974 this group was formed with three 
members under the umbrella of the Association. To date there are six 
members, who raise their own budget, print their own folder with 250 
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thousand copies which are distributed each year, and have worked 
together most successfully. 


Map Program: We now have five maps or Lake charts, which we sell 
both wholesale and retail. An annual updated chart of Winnipesaukee is 
printed and has been a definite aid to water safety. 


We work closely with many other organizations both within the 
Region, the State and New England. 


Summary: The need of our organization has grown in the past few 
years, aS communities and businesses depend more and more on our ef- 
forts. We point with pride to our publications and accomplishments and 
are dedicated té a continued concern for an economically solvent Region 
protecting our natural resources and preserving its beauty. 
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1976 Police Report 


Herewith the annual report of the Meredith Police Department for the 
year 1976, with comparisons for the year 1975. I include activities of the 
Department and some general comments. 


Each vear I like to inform the citizens of the continuing demand for a 
more professionalized, highly skilled Police Department, and our con- 
tinuing endeavor to upgrade its officers through training and education. 
During 1976 the Police Department had three of its officers receive their 
Associates Degree in Criminal Justice, making a total of four officers with 
Associates Degrees. 


As of December 1, 1975, the Town received a Manpower Grant through 
the Federal Government for a full-time dispatcher and I would like to 
make a few remarks about the program after a full year in operation. I 
feel this is one of the most important programs we have established in 
years, by that I refer to the immediate response to a call from the 
citizenry, the Police Officer in need, or to a town highway vehicle in 
trouble after hours. Also, to the fact that we receive much more direct 
response to the needs of emergency personnel, such as an ambulance, 
doctor or wrecker service. This all due to local persons meeting local 
demands for any type emergencies. There were a total of 2,793 telephone 
calls for service, and 12,779 radio messages transmitted during this one 
shift (4-12 midnight). This service being 6 months of 7 nights a week and 6 
months of 5 nights a week. 


You will note by the statistics for 1976 the Police Department had a 
busy year in that there were increases in nearly all catagories, especially 
in Juvenile Crimes and calls for service. Our recovery and solved crime 
rate was approximately .48 percent which is far higher than the national 
average. 


We thank you, the citizens of Meredith, for your continued support and 
we again hope that we can improve our services to you. We look forward to 
serving you in 1977.

Meredith Fire Department 


During the year 1976, the Fire Department answered a total of 96 
alarms, an increase of 9 over the year 1975. 


There were 8 building fires, 14 chimney fires, 8 truck and car fires, 10 
electrical fires, 13 calls for malfunctions of school and private fire alarm 
systems, 3 flooded oil burner calls, 1 gas washdown, 1 gas stove fire, 1 boat 
fire, 3 false alarms, 24 mutual aid calls, and 10 miscellaneous calls. 


Thirteen Meredith fire fighters attended the Lakes Region Mutual Aid 
Fire School on June 5 and 6, at the State Civil Defense Training Center at 
Lily Pond, Gilford. 


An Inter-Town Mutual Aid Drill was held at Inter-Lakes Elementary 
School on July 15 with ten towns participating with the local department. 
The drill consisted of shuttling water from Lake Waukewan to the school 
site.

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Report of the District Fire Chief 
and Town Forest Fire Warden 


Meredith 


Since its beginning in 1893, the State Forestry Department has 
recognized the fact that forest fire prevention and suppression is a joint 
state and town or city responsibility. Local authorities recommend names 
of persons to the State Forester, who appoints one person as town or city 
fire warden and several other persons as town or city deputy fire wardens 
to a three year term. 


The local forest fire warden controls the kindling of all outside fires, 
when the ground is not covered with snow, by issuing a written permit for 
kindling a fire. Permits are only issued at such times and in such places as 
the fire warden deems as safe. 


The State Forest Fire Service trains the local forest fire organization 
in modern forest fire prevention and suppression tactics. The State also 
provides backup personnel and equipment for suppression and prevention 
activities. 


The combination of State and local forces has resulted in one of the 
smallest acreage loss due to forest fires in the United States for the past 20 
years.

The 1976 Special Session of the General Court passed some important 
legislation. However, my bill to approve the open pit incinerators was not 
accepted because of air quality standards. It was, however, amended to 
allow certain small towns to meet solid waste requirements. Another bill 
that was enacted, changed our town meetings back toits former day of the 
second Tuesday of March. 


My report in the Meredith News covered most of the important 
legislation passed in the Special Session and I will continue to report on the 
1977 session in the same manner. 


I am again sponsoring a District Court bill for Meredith in the 1977 
session, as well as a bill providing for local option to fund Day Care 
Centers, bonding provisions to meet the Winnipesaukee River Basin 
sewerage disposal facilities and clarification of the off-highway recreation 
vehicles statutes to improve enforcement. 


I consider it a great privilege to be able to serve the town of Meredith 
as one of its Representatives and pledge that I will always keep concerns 
of the town one of the most important duties of my tenure.
